Review of the Troups at Yerktown. 

Yorxtowx, October 20. 
The review of the troups at ‘York- 
town was rendered very evjoyable by 
fine weather. In the Grand Stand, 
to which admission @#s gained only 
by a ticket from General Hancock's 
headquarters, was the [T'resident of 
the United States, and members of 
Cabinet, Senators, Representatives, 
Governors of states, General Sherman, 
and staff, French and German dele- 
gates, witha large number of other 
distinguished men, with as many la- 
dies. Promptly ac 10 o'clock the fe- 
view commenced. The marching 


generally was very fine, and at- 
tracted much attention among mili- 
tary men and elicited loud cheers. 
General Hancock and General Lee 
were both loudly cheered whenever 
they appeared, as a tribute to “The 
Bine and the Gray,” and in recog- 
nition of the fact that both are 
now marching under one common flag 
of our country. The commands of 
Kentucky and Michigan were loudly 
cheered, as were also the first Connec- 
ticut ; the Georgia battalion, which 
had with them two muskets captured 
from the British at Yorktuwn one 
hundred years ago, and the regulars 
that marched from their several sta- 
tions north to Yorktown. The State 
troeps vied with each other in drill 
and discipline, and the friends of each 
clram the palm. The regulars excite 
general admiration. The camps pre- 
sented a very animated appearance. 
The much looked for naval engage- 
ment took place yesterday afternoon, 
and was witnessed by immense crowds 
from the bluffs. Large barges and 
steamers crowded with le, naval 
vessels covered with bunting yaclits, 
tugs, sail and row boats, with stream- 
ers, music from the bands and the fir- 


The Presi- 
dents party and other distinguished 
visitors left last evening. Some of 
the State troops took their departure 
last night. he remainder leave to- 
day, and Yorktown’s centennial cele- 
bration closes.

Mechan towards the door. I knocked 
it dowa and pushed Coffin into the 
cornet. I looked around and saw 
Wheeler's pistol next. Coald not de- 
scribe his pistol. Don’t know if 
Wheeler fired. About the same time 
I:saw MeMechan's pistol the ‘firing 
commenced. I know of no arrange- 
ment by which any of the railroad 
men were to be there to assist in put- 
ting anybody out. 

Cross-examined by Kittrell— We 
knew that the @5,000,000 stock had 
been sealed and we feared then that 
the Wheeler faction would disregard 
the injunction and interfere.
